or i: fluence of the Stars, by whoſe motions arid 
various Configurations 1s manifeſted and foreſeen the 
intents of Gods Providence in the ſeveral mutations 
that happen in the World in general, and more parti- 


cularly cowards Man. 


The fſubjefts of Aﬀrology are the four principle Qua- 
lities, ( as they are derived and do proceed from the 
firſt principles of the univerſe) viz, Heat, Cold, 
Drought, and Moiſture, ard all things that are com- 
poun:ded of thew, 

The ute and end of Aftrolopy , is to 4 ſcover and 
make manifeſt the cauſes of thoſe mutations and acci- 
dents that happen in general, as Dearth, Plenty, &c. 

The parts of Aſtrology are chiefly two, viz. Theorick 
and Practick ; 

The Theorick part ( which is more properly called 
Aſtronomy ) 'is that Which by certain Mathematical 
Demonſtrations and Figures, ' repreſents to us the va- 
rious Mo:1ons, tlaces, Magnitudes, Diftances, and Pros 
portions one to another, with all other Phoenomena , 
or appearance of the Stars. | 

The PraQtick part, 15 that which from the knowledge 
of the aforeiaid Motions, Configurations, @c, of the 
Stars, judgeth of their Effects; and this is that Which 
moſt properly of it ſelf is called Aftrology, or the 1n- 
fluence of the Stars. 

Neither can it be void of a third diviſion, and that 
3s Phyſical, by which is demonſtrated their occult Vir- 
cues and Natures, and by what means they come t0 
have ſuch various Motions, Diftances, Paſſions, &@«. 
from whence 1uch variety of EffeRts do proceed, as allo 
hereby is ſhewed by what means they differ jn quality 
among 
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among themſelves, by which means they produce moſt 
forcible Effes upon ſome particular Objetis. 

Of the Stars ſome are termed Fixed, and ſome Wan- 
dering or Planets. 


The Fixed Stars are thoſe that are placed in their 


ſeveral Conflellations or Aſteriſms, having equal di- 
ſtances, at all times one from another : their Latitude 
being always the ſame, and by the Anticipation of the 
Aquinoxes, (ſeem to have onely a ſlow motion in Lorgi- 
eude, viF. 50 ſeconds in a Year, Which is only 1 degree 
22' 20” 1n 100 Years. 

A Conftellation is a certain number of Fixed Stars 
colleted into 2 certain form, either for that the Stars 
in thoſe places are of the nature of that Creature in 
the form of which they are placed, or becauſe they only 
make the form of ſuch a Creature, 

Of theſe Conſtellations there are three diviſions, viz. 
Zodiacal, Northern, and Southern Conſtellations. 

The moſt principal are thoſe Which are termed Zo- 
diacal, becauie they are pl:ced upon that great Circle 
of the Sphzre ſo cal'ed. 

And theſe are c:lled Signs becauſe from - them is 
meaſured in Longitude the places of all the Stars, 
whether Fixed or Wandring, hence any Star is ſaid to 
be in ſuch a degree, &c, of ſuch a Sign. 

The Northern and Southern Conftellations are ſo 
termed, becauſe they are placed e:cher North or Sourh 
of thole in the Zodiack, and the further North or 
South they decline or ate placed from this Circle, they 
are of the leſs conſideration in Aſtrological Judge- 
ments. 

And as the difference 1s in the ſeveral Conſtellations 
themſelves, ſo is it likewiſe 1n the fixed Stars therein 
placed, and this difference ariſeth either 1n reſpe& of 
Magnitude or Place,

The Planets ( as was before noted ) or wanderirg 
Stars are different from thoſe termed Fixed, not onely 
in motion, bu: alfo in regard of their Eſſential Quali- 
ties; for the Fixzd Stars are nearer the Matter of the 
San, whoſe Ligh: alſo is Efſentially in, and inherent to 
themſelves, as the Light of the Sun is, and as the 
Fixed Stars are in Subſtance and Quality fimilar and 
analogical to the Sun, ſo are the Planets or wandring 
Stars to our Earth, Which ſhine by that Light wo 
they 
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they berrow from the Sun, who is che Center both of 
their Light and Motion, diflering no more from the 
Quality of our Earth, than the Metcalls of the ſaid 
Earth, differ one from anarher, 

The Number of the Planets are generally accounted 
ſeven, viz. Saturn H, Fupiter Þ, Mars &, SULOQO, 
Venus Y , Mercury ©, Lund Y. 

Theiz Planets have more powerfull Influence upon 
the Exrtchy, and thoſe things produced from, and con- 
tained jn it, than the Fixed Stars, as Well for this 
Reaſon, vix. that they Sympathize in Nature with her, 
2s 1n reſpect of their propunqmmty to the Earth, which 
is the general and common Reaſon giyen for their 
more manifeſt Power and Qperation, for although the 
Fixed Stars are of a vaſt and incomprehenſible dilcance, 
zn{omuch as they are void of all ſenſible parallax, yet 
i regard of their excels in magnicuie to that of the 
Planets ( as by their viſible appearances is wanifeſt, 
who notwrhſtanding their diſtance appear as/it were 
equal in magnitude) they muſt neceſſarily have as power- 
tull operation ppon us, as the Planets have, did they 
fy mpachize with our Earth as the Planets do, whether 
it be by Magnetiſm, or an aGive influx in themſelves ; 
yer in regard it often happens, that the Planets are 
augmented or diminiſhed 1n their operations þy their 
prop inquiry to the Fixed Stars, it hath been obſerved 
that either by their colour or experienced virtyes and 
operations, they have participared with the Plapets in 
bg-n:ficaton, thovgh more wezkly and in ſomewhat a 
d-ft:rent ſeuſe, ſo rhzt by the variety of their lofluence 
they are 1ai4 ro be of the. nzru.e of ſuch a Planer, and 
ſome:;zmes of rwo Planets. 

N«t onely the diffc:ence of the Planets from thoſe 
£t»1s called Fxxed 1s to be confidered , but alſo the 
diff.rence amovg themſelyes, tor accordieg to their 
various Qualities, they produce various Effefts; from 
wheace ſomz are termed, Fortunes ard ich 
others 
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others Infortunes and Malevolenc, aad ſome Indiffc- 
rent. 

The Benevolent and Fortvoate Planets are Þ and LY, 
and the good AſpeCts of the Sun. 

The 1nfortunes and Malevolent are Hh and 4, and 
the bad AﬀpeCts of the Snn. 


Thoſe Planets that are of an indifferent nature, are 
5 and the Moon. 

And his diverfity of operation proceeds from the 
agreement or contrariety ot nature and quality, to 
that of our Earth, even as the Vegetables of the Barth 
do accord with, or are contrary in nature one to the 
other; and ſo H by reaſon of his exceſs in Cold, and 
& in reſpe& of his exceſs in Hear, are faid to be in- 
tortunate to us, as exceeding in thoſe principal qualities, 
ſo that generally they become deſtructive ro nature in 
its ations and paſſions: and hence it is alfo that Þ 
and Y are ſaid to be benevolent and friendly to our 
natures, becauſe they ſympathize nearer with the nature 
of our Earth, and all its productioos, not excceding in - 
any one quality by which nature becomes corrupted 
and deltroyed.
